Action fixing Limon’s term 
was postponed one year and his 
automatic parole application, like 
that of Benevides’, was denied in 
the hearings last week. 

Benevides, who was convicted 
of manslaughter arising from the 
fatal knifing of Mike Garcia, 25, 
of 711 Grove Street, on March 
19, 1949, was given consecutive 
prison terms of six and three 
years. The total of nine years is 
to include a concurrent three- 
year term for prior records and 
the escape.

Hawkinson added that Oak¬ 
land holds three warrants for 
Luty’s arrest—all charging bur¬ 
glary. They are for burglaries at 
the S. T. Johnson Oil Company 
at 925 Stanforrd Ave.; Hobbs 
Battery Company at 1000 42nd 
St., and the Cyclone Fence Com¬ 
pany, all in Oakland. 

Berkeley police said they want 
Luty for questioning in connec¬ 
tion with the burglary of Mc¬ 
Gill’s Bakery at 915 Ashby Ave., 
and several others. 

Piedmont officers said that 
Luty will be questioned by 
their burglary detail alst for a 
series of house thefts. Albany 
police said they would “prob¬ 
ably” also interrogate him.

Gunari recognized Luty, 
sought for some 60 Oakland 
area burglaries, although the ex¬ 
convict had grown a mustache 
to confuse officers. He had 
eluded capture numerous times 
recently. 

In a struggle with Luty, Gu- 
Inari drew his gun and held the 
man until officers Harvey Owen 
and James Wilson arrived.

Superior Judge Donald K. 
Quayle listened out the argu¬ 
ments of Public Defender 
Martin Pulich and asked: 

“What is your point? That a 
bungling burglar should get 
more consideration than an 
efficient one?” 

Publich argi«44hat (he ac- 
cused.Roberf Luty/$3, of 721 
CarmeT Ave., Albany, had ob¬ 
tained the money on a May 19 
foray at the Pittsburgh Paint 
& Glass Co. at -742 Grayson 
St., Berkeley, by rifling the 
canteen cigarette machine. , 
And then had returned by tire 
same route—a smashed side 
window—on May 26 to find 
that money was removed 
nightly from the machine. He 
did $35.22 damage to the ma¬ 
chine in prying it open. 

Luty, a dishwasher, has 
three prior convictions for , 
burglary, all of the botched 
jobs with a minimum return 
in loot. 

• “This man not only is inef¬ 
ficient but has been a constant 
police problem,” said the 
judge in pronouncing a 1 to 15 
year second degree burglary 
sentence.
